a. Noted the Vice President, at the NSC meeting on 
12 July, reported on his recent trip to the Far East and in 
particular had raised: 1) strengthening the authority of the 
Ambassador to insure coordination of all U.S. programs in each 
country; 2) consolidating, wherever feasible, the separate 
U.S, programs being conducted in each country; 3) insuring the 
number of U.S. official personnel in each country is reduced 
to the minimum required to implement essential programs. The 
Director said with regard to point 3, the Vice President 
specifically mentioned IC A and to some degree MAAG Missions
